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Concern as nightclub 


bids to extend its hours

RESIDENTS have described a 
proposed bid to extend the 
opening hours of another town 
centre nightspot as creating “a 
snowball effect”. 

Bosses at Unique, in Sun Lane, 
Newmarket, have put in a bid to sell 
booze until 4am on Fridays and 
Saturdays and 3am on Thursdays and 
Sundays, making it the second 
nightclub to extend its hours since 
Millionaires, now called Pacino’s, was 
granted permission to open until 3am 
at weekends in October. 

If Forest Heath District Council’s licensing 
team approves the bid, Unique will be able 
to open until 4.30am at the weekend and 
3.30am on Thursdays and Sundays. 

It is currently open until 1.30am on 
Thursdays, 3.30am on Fridays and 
Saturdays and 2.30am on Sundays. 

Newmarket Town Council objected to the 
plans at a meeting of the development and 
planning committee on Monday due to 
concerns about noise pollution. 

Councillors also said it was in breach of 
the district council’s Cumulative Impact 
Policy (CEP), which was introduced to curb 
the number of late-night establishments 
following an upsurge in violence. 

Sara Beckett, of Station Approach, went 
along to the meeting to state her opposition.

Ambulance team earns 
praise from inspectors

A PRIVATE ambulance operator 
has started the new year with a 
bang with a successful report 
from a health and social care 
watchdog and accreditation in 
the region’s emergency transport 
network. 

Mildenhall-based provider EMS 
was found to have met all major 
standards of care and treatment, 
during an unannounced inspection 
by the CQC. 

Inspectors found the independent 
provider had succeeded in meeting 
the major standards required, which 
include treating people with respect, 
protecting them from harm as well as 
staffing and quality of management. 

The report said: “We looked at 
eight customer experience forms. 
Comments included that the 
staff were professional and 
knowledgeable. 

“One person had said that 
ambulance staff ‘made me feel very 
much at ease’. 

“Another person had said staff were 
‘always very efficient and polite’.” 

The company also received 
accreditation by the Norfolk, Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire Critical Care 
Network (CCN), which means it can 
respond to calls and transfer requests 
from hospital intensive care units and 
other specialist departments across

the region. 

Kal Wells, operations director at 
EMS, said: “Best practice and clinical 
excellence is a mindset commitment 
for us and we are delighted that we 
have passed the very thorough 
scrutiny of both the CQC and the 
CCN. 

“Being a small and dedicated team 
enables us to work effectively as a 
direct extension of the in-house 
hospital teams and this is particularly 
important where we are dealing with 
serious and critically ill patients or 
cases requiring very specialist 
support.” 


The family-run company was 
established 13 years ago and now 
operates a fleet of ambulances, 
including two of the latest five tonne 
body box ambulances and a specialist 
high dependency unit. 

It provides medical cover for major 
concerts and sporting events, remote 
services at sites such as power 
stations, air casualty evacuation and 
medical repatriation services in 
addition to ambulance operations. 


Inquest 
opened 
for tests 

AN INQUEST has opened 
into the death of man 
found in a Newmarket 
wood. 

Asif Shaikh Qurashi, 38, 
of St Davids, in Icewell 
Hill, Newmarket, was 
found dead on January 24 
at 9.30pm in woods on 
Fence Line, Bury Road. 

It is understood that Mr 
Qurashi had worked as a 
stable lad in the town, 
after moving to Newmarket 
from India four years ago. 

He is thought to have lost 
his job with a trainer in 
the area in the weeks 
before his disappearance. 

Friends described him on 
Twitter as “a nice lad”. 

The body was found 
after friends came across it 
in the woods off the Bury 
Road, while searching for 
Mr Qurashi who had been 
missing for four days. 

A post mortem 
examination was held on 
Tuesday and the results 
were found to be 
inconclusive. 

Further tests are being 
carried out and the cause 
of death is being treated as 
unexplained by police. 

The inquest was opened 
and adjourned at Bury 
St Edmunds Coroners 
Office. 


Police seek more Crasbos after £12k haul 


TWO burglars who traded their loot in Newmarket 
could be handed special Asbos as part of a police 
crackdown on prolific offenders. 

Cambridgeshire police is to apply for friends 
Liam Tonner, 26, and Shane Rowe, 25, to be given 
criminal anti-social behaviour orders after they 
were jailed for stealing more than £12,000 of goods 
from a home in Hauxton. 

Tonner’s brother Aaron is one of five prolific 
burglars to have already received a Crasbo banning 
him from door-knocking or meeting known 
associates. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard how Liam Tonner 
and Rowe carried out “reconnaissance” on a 
couple’s bungalow in Willow Way, Hauxton, before 
they “tore through every room possible” stealing 
jewellery, cash and electrical goods. 

Within an hour of the break-in on September 21, 
the duo visited a jewellery store in Newmarket 


where they traded in their loot for thousands of 
pounds in cash. 

Later that day, they used the money to buy sports 
clothes and trainers at a sports shop. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, said the burglars 
were caught on CCTV which was installed by the 
victims following a previous break-in. 

Miss Hickling said: “Tonner and Rowe were 
spotted by the couple who went through their 
CCTV footage. They had seen them before doing 
reconnaissance on the house and they matched 
them up. 

“The victims left the house at 7.30am but by the 
time they returned at lunchtime, the burglary had 
taken place. 

“The items were of extreme sentimental value, 
some were described as ‘priceless’ - including a 
bracelet and a watch.” 

Tonner, of St Catherine’s Square, Cambridge, was 


sentenced to three years with an additional eight 
months for breaching a suspended sentence when 
he appeared at court on Thursday. 

Rowe, of Crossfield Court, Arbury, Cambridge, 
was sentenced to three years. 

Both men pleaded guilty to burglary at an earlier 
hearing. 

Their driver, Bret Guidotti, 37, of Union Lane, 
Chesterton, Cambridge, received a two-year 
sentence, suspended for two years, after it was 
decided he was not as culpable as Tonner and 
Rowe. 

James Earle, mitigating for Tonner and Rowe, said 
the two were “extremely close” friends and had 
shown a level of regret and remorse. 

He added: “There’s probably not much I can say 
that helps the matter but it should be said that, 
although there was a reconnaissance mission, it 
was very unsophisticated.”

She said: “My concern is 
if one gets through then it 
is like a snowball effect 
and soon we will have 
them open 24/7.” 

Ms Beckett tried to make 
an objection to the district 
council but said it was 
refused on the grounds 
that it was not relevant. 

She said: “Newmarket 
should not be renowned 
for these types of premises 
which encourage excess of 
alcohol and the associated 
anti-social behaviour and 
health issues. 

“If Newmarket is to be 
regenerated the night time 
economy needs to be 
addressed, and the comm¬ 
ittee should seriously 
consider and witness the 
impact that their decisions 
have on the town, its 
resources and its 
residents.” 

Cllr John Berry, vice- 
chairman of the develop¬ 
ment and planning 
committee, said: “It is very 
important we support all 
the concerned people, 
both the police and the 
views of our residents.” 

In a letter to the Forest 
Heath licensing team, Insp 
Rebecca Kidd Stanton, of 
Suffolk Police, said the 
plans would create 
“avoidable crime and 
disorder”. 

She added: “It is the 
constabulary’s opinion 
that there is enough crime, 


disorder and anti-social 
behaviour attributable to 
the premises to raise 
sufficient concern that to 
extend the alcohol oper¬ 
ating hours will increase 
the levels of crime and 
expose the public at the 
premises to increased 
risk.” 

Solicitors, acting on 
behalf of Punch Taverns, 
have suggested extra 
conditions to curb noise, 
including a ban on 
emptying glass bottle bins 
between 11pm and 7am 
and no entry or exit from 
the front door after lam. 

However, neighbours 
David and Beverley 
Morley expressed their 
concern about noise from 
the bar. 

They said: “A similar 
application was rejected in 
January 2012. From our 
perspective nothing has 
changed for the better.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Punch Taverns, which has 
applied on behalf of 
Unique, said they would 
not comment at this stage. 

She said: “There is a 
hearing listed for February 
11 and we will await the 
outcome.” 

The application will be 
discussed at a meeting of 
Forest Heath’s licensing 
sub-committee at 9.30am 
at the district council’s 
offices in College Heath 
Road, Mildenhall.

Talks planned on 
four stores bid 

A DECISION could be made 
by May on the four 
supermarkets bidding to build 
a store in Newmarket. 

Tesco, Asda, Morrisons and 
Sainsbury’s all submitted 
plans more than a year ago 
but none have yet been 
approved by Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Members of the development 
control committee will meet 
today to agree the timetable 
which would see the 
determination take place in 
three stages. 

There will be an informal 
briefing on April 24 for the 
committee and the applicants 
will have the chance to make a 
presentation to the committee 
on May 9, both of which will be 
held in private. 

The decisions are expected to 
be made at an extraordinary 
meeting of the committee on 
May 22 at 4pm, where the 
public will be able to attend. 

A report by Forest Heath 
District Council said “the 
significant and complex 
nature” of these four 
proposals for Newmarket and 
the wider area meant the 
applications were being dealt 
with in an unusual way. 

Bids have been submitted for 
a Morrisons in Exning Road, a 
Sainsbury’s on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields, an 
Asda in land near Rowley 
Drive and an expanded Tesco 
in Ford ham Road. 

Sainsbury’s representatives 
will address a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council on 
February 18, in Memorial Hall, 
at 6pm. 


Health forum fails 
to impress public 


A PATIENT forum set up by 
a private healthcare provider 
has been branded “a great 
disappointment”. 

Harmoni, which took over 
provision of out-of-hours care 
from NHS Suffolk in 2011, held 
the public meeting in Newmarket 
on January 31 to give people 
more information on how the 
services operates. 

Staff from Harmoni were also 
on hand to speak to residents 
about the introduction of the 
NHS 111, which will replace 
NHS Direct by March. 

Mrs Cam Blyth, of Cheveley, 
attended the meeting to press for 
out-of-hours provision to be 
reinstated at Newmarket 
Hospital. 

She said: “It was a great 
disappointment. 

“I asked the staff there about 
our out-of-hours and they said it 
will never happen. I came away 
thinking why did I waste my 
time?” 

Mrs Blyth added: “I think 
Newmarket is a far more 
important town than Mildenhall 
so why do they have it?”

At a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council’s community 
services committee, councillors 
expressed their disappointment 
at the turnout. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said: 
“There was nobody there with 
whom we could really speak. I 
think it did not really help 
anybody at all.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said the new 
111 number seemed to be a 
weaker service than the current 
NHS Direct number. 

He said: “The people will not 
be medical practitioners. They 
will be lay people with a flow 
chart in front of them. 

‘Anyone who knows anything 
about algorithms and flow charts 
knows they don’t always work.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, cabinet 
member for health at Forest 
Heath District Council, said: “It 
wasn’t a very successful meeting, 
I will say.” 

He added: “Harmoni’s contract 
runs until 2015 and I am working 
hard with the Clinical 
Commissioning Group so that we 


have a say in the future.” 

Zoe Pursglove, regional 
relationship manager for 
Harmoni, said: “The Newmarket 
patient forum was the latest in a 
series of patient forums we have 
held across the county and, like 
the others, we felt it went very 
well with good patient feedback 
from the 40 people who 
attended.” 

She said the forum was 
intended to cover how the service 
works and what the introduction 
of the NHS 111 number will 
mean. 

According to statistics on 
display at the forum, home visits 
have increased in the last six 
months, she said. 

Ms Pursglove said: “We 
appreciate it is difficult for us to 
please all the people all the time 
but the feedback we received 
from the majority of those who 
attended the meeting was a great 
deal of satisfaction with the local 
out-of-hours service. 

“The event was publicised in 
the local media, by the town 
council and via flyers which we 
distributed to local GP surgeries.”

Conditions put in 
over alcohol sales 


A TAKEAWAY has been 
given the green light to 
sell booze every day of 
the week. 

Mr Huseyin Dogan applied 
to vary the licensing hours of 
Anatolia Kebabs, in Beck Row, 
so the kebab house can sell 
alcohol until 11.30pm daily. 

Despite concerns from the 
police and the parish council, 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
2003 licensing act sub¬ 
committee approved the 
application on Wednesday 
with 13 conditions. 

A spokeswoman from Forest 
Heath District Council said 
alcohol purchased at the 
kebab house can only be 
drunk on the premises by 
people eating a sit-down meal 
and no alcoholic drinks can be 
taken outside. 

Other conditions include 
CCTV provision on all exits 
and entrances to the property 
and the implementation of a 
strict ‘Challenge 25’ policy. 

Objections were raised 
before the hearing by the 
police and Beck Row Parish 
Council, who feared the

extended hours would cause a 
public nuisance. 

In a letter to the licensing 
team, parish clerk Jennifer 
Gates said: “Nearby residents 
already have to contend with 
litter coming from late night 
sales and they are concerned 
about more tins and bottles 
being discarded in their 
gardens. 

“The council feel that late 
night drinking will be 
encouraged as when 
purchasing the kebabs they 
will stock up on drinks.” 

The parish council added: 
“The council does not object 
to an ‘on’ licence but feel that 
an ‘off’ licence will encourage 
unlawful behaviour causing 
alarm and distress to our 
many elderly residents.” 

The application was entered 
on September 28 and a 
hearing on November 30 was 
adjourned as the applicant’s 
representative failed to 
attend. 

Insp Rebecca Kidd Stanton, 
Force Licensing Inspector for 


Suffolk Constabulary, said: 
“We strongly believe that the 
change of use will lead to an 
increase in anti-social 
behaviour and crime both 
within and nearby the 
premises.” 

She also warned that 
children often visit the 
premises alone or with family 
and friends to purchase food 
and they might be 
unnecessarily exposed to 
alcohol. 

However, the licensing 
committee accepted 

conditions put forward by the 
takeaway bosses that a 
maximum of 4 cans of beer or 
a bottle of wine would be 
permitted per order and 
would only be delivered to a 
home address - not a park or a 
street. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
Jennifer Gates, parish clerk for 
Beck Row Parish Council, 
said: “I imagine the parish 
council will be happy with 
that as our main objection was 
to an off-licence as we thought 
it could encourage anti-social 
behaviour.”

Treatment 
given after 
home fire 

RESIDENTS fled their smoke- 
logged home after a chip pan 
went up in flames. 

Fire crews were called to the 
blaze in The Street, Kirtling, at 
7.15pm last Wednesday. 

All occupants had escaped 
from the building by the time 
firefighters arrived and a dog, 
feared to be inside the house, 
was found safely in the garden. 

Emergency first aid was done 
at the scene and one man was 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

The cause of the fire was 
accidental. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
said: “Chip pans can be 
extremely dangerous and are 
the cause of the largest number 
of fire-related injuries in the 
home. 


‘I had no advice over 
baby Lily’s condition’ 


“Oil itself is a volatile 
substance when heated and it 
only takes seconds for an 
incident to occur, no matter 
how careful or vigilant you are. 

“If a chip pan fire occurs, the 
fire service advises residents 
not to panic. 

“Never throw water on the 
fire and do not move the pan. 

“Turn the heat off if it is safe 
to do so before calling 999.” 


A CONCERNED mum thinks 
more needs to be done to 
support parents of babies with a 
painful condition - as medical 
staff failed to give her the right 
advice. 

Sarah Phelps, of Burwell, was upset 
when her newborn Lily was unable to 
breastfeed but became more 
concerned as she struggled to feed at 
all for several weeks and appeared to 
be in discomfort. 

Despite a midwife diagnosing Lily 
with tongue-tie just a week after she 
was born, the 25-year-old says no 
advice or referral was given to help 
the problem. 

The condition is common in 
newborn babies and can mean they 
struggle to lift their tongue to feed as 
a result of a tight piece of skin 
connecting the tongue to the floor of 
their mouth. 

The mum of two said: “We had a 
home birth and the midwives were 
great, but during a follow-up visit a 
community midwife thought Lily had 
tongue-tie. 

“However, she did not mention 
going to get a corrective procedure 
done. 

“I was told I could go privately but 
wasn’t told I could get it done through 
the NHS.” 

She said she was also given 
conflicting advice by a health visitor 
and GPs - one of whom attempted to

examine Lily for the condition but did 
not know what he was looking for, 
according to Mrs Phelps. 

It was only after three months that 
a GP visit resulted in a referral to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Mrs Phelps said: “After that 
appointment we decided to get it 
corrected privately as we couldn’t 
bear her being in discomfort any 
longer. 

“We want people to be aware of 
tongue-tie because we didn’t get any 
information that tongue-tie affects 
bottle-feeding babies as well as 
breast-feeding babies. 

“We would have had the procedure 
done sooner if we had. GPs and other 
health professionals need to realise 
that it does cause a problem.” 

A Rosie and Addenbrooke’s 
hospitals spokesman said: “We are 
sorry that Mrs Phelps did not receive 
the right advice from the midwife 
about tongue-tie, just after her 
daughter was born. 

“We did offer Mrs Phelps an 
appointment but she had already 
taken her daughter elsewhere to have 
the tongue-tie corrected.” 

Cambridgeshire Community Ser¬ 
vices NHS Trust (CCS) also 
apologised for any “conflicting 
advice” given by health visitors.

Second failure for 
traveller site plan 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two new traveller sites 
in Soham have been thrown 
out - for the second time. 

Mrs S Martin, of Bushel Lane, 
applied for planning permission 
in 2009 to build two new 
traveller sites on land east of 
Long Dolver Drove. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council rejected the proposals, 
insisting that access was poor and 
that the site is not suitable. 

In December last year, Mr and 
Mrs W Tidd, who bought the site 
from Mrs Martin last January, 
then applied for planning 
permission to turn the land into 
two separate traveller pitches. 

Those proposals have also been 
turned down by the council, to 
the relief of local residents, who 
insist the site is “totally

unsuitable” for extra traveller 
pitches. 

One Long Dolver Drove 
resident, who did not want to be 
named, said: “We’re grateful the 
council have listened to us again. 

“The site was totally unsuitable 
for this development in 2009 and 
it still is to this day. 

‘Access to the site is poor, the 
visibility coming out of the 
driveway is poor and the 
proposals and the site are 
completely inappropriate.” 

Another said: “This is not a 
case of us not wanting travellers 
living near our homes. 

“There are lots of travellers in 
Soham and they fit into the 
community extremely well. 

“We objected to these 


proposals, just like we did in 
2009, because it is not safe for 
more traveller sites to be built in 
Long Dolver Drove.” 

Soham Town Council was also 
urging planners to refuse the 
application. 

Rejecting the plans, Giles 
Hughes, head of planning at the 
district council, said: “The 
proposal would lead to an 
intensification of use of Long 
Dolver Drove, which is 
unsuitable because of its 
inadequate visibility looking 
south-west at the junction with 
Hasse Road. 

“The development, if 
permitted, would therefore be 
detrimental to road safety 
contrary to Policy S6 of the East 
Cambridgeshire Core Strategy 
2009.”

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Spring bursts forth at abbey site 


WHAT a difference a week 
has made as snowdrops 
have cast off their wintry 
coats. 

Spring is in the air at 
Anglesey Abbey just one week 
after the ground was covered by 
a blanket of snow. 

Snowdrifts and freezing 
temperatures forced gardeners 
at the stately home, near Lode, 
to postpone the opening of 
their annual Snowdrop Festival 
until Monday. 

The little white flowers are 
now flourishing and the first 
crocuses, irises and aconites 
could start to appear next week. 

Richard Todd, head gardener 
at Anglesey Abbey, said: “They 
are popping up thick and fast at 
the moment as they love the

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sunshine. 

“The snow has not hurt them 
in any way. The snowdrops are 
tough little things.” 

The snowdrop, known as a 
Galanthus, can be traced to 
southern Russia, Turkey and 
southern Europe and is 
believed to have been 
introduced to the country in 
Elizabethan times. 

Richard added: “It’s starting 
to look a lot more like spring.” 

An explosion of yellow has 
enveloped the college Backs as 
passers-by stopped to admire 
aconites dotting the grass. 

Stephen Elstub, head 
gardener at Clare College, 
explained the winter aconites 
would have self sown from The 
Avenue at Clare College or St 
John’s College Wilderness 
where there are huge numbers 
of the yellow flower. 

He said: “They will have 
escaped out and the seeds will 
have self sown, which means it 
has blown out and nestled on 
the Backs.” 

The appearance of the 
flowers is normal for this time 
of year but they might have 
appeared even earlier if the 
snow had not struck, said 
Stephen. 

He told people to watch out 
for the crocus tricolour which 
will burst into bloom along the 
Backs towards the end of 
February. 

Stephen said: “Now is a 
really great time for plants and 
for gardeners, although it is still

mid-winter so let’s keep our 
fingers crossed.” 

Met Office forecasters expect 
the warmer spell of weather to 
hold, with temperatures 
remaining above freezing. 

The Snowdrop Festival at 
Anglesey Abbey runs until 
February 24, from 10am to 
4.30pm each day with tours at 
2pm on weekdays. 

Tickets cost £7.05 for adults, 

£3.75 for children and a family 
ticket is £18.85 and National 
Trust members go free.

Bomb fears stall 
new school plan 


A BOMB scare has 
dashed hopes of 
opening Soham’s third 
primary school in time 
for the next academic 
year. 

The plan was to have 
the first phase of the new 
facility open at the town’s 
Northern Gateway by 
September. 

But now the school may 
not be ready until early 
next year and it looks like 
it will have to operate 
temporarily from mobile 
facilities at the town’s 
Weatheralls Primary 
School. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says the recent 
cold snap has caused 
delays - but also that a 
local resident had raised 
concerns that an 
unexploded bomb could 
have been on the site. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “Unfortun¬ 
ately, the recent snow and 
freezing conditions have 
delayed building work on 
the school. 

“Further to this, a local 
resident recently raised

concerns that there were 
explosive materials, in 
particular an unexploded 
bomb, on the land from 
years ago. 

“As a result, we had to 
call specialist contractors 
to the site to investigate. 

“We can confirm that 
nothing of concern was 
found on the land but 
unfortunately this has led 
to building work being 
further delayed.” 

In the meantime, the 
Staploe Education Trust, 
the body set up to run the 
new school, has now 
chosen what its name will 
be - The Shade Primary 
School. 

Dr Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, 
which is leading the trust, 
said: “I am very grateful to 
the significant number of 
people who have got in 
touch with us with offers 
of help and support. 

“We will have the 
benefit of a large working 
group of local parents and 
residents to help us make 
the best decisions for the 


new school and its pupils. 

“Cambridgeshire 
County Council is now 
exploring the possibility 
that the school’s first 
phase, the reception class, 
will start the school year 
in existing accomm¬ 
odation on the site of the 
Weatheralls School and 
move into the intended 
new premises in January 
2014. 

“If this plan goes ahead, 
the council and the trust 
will work closely with the 
head and governors at 
Weatheralls to make sure 
that this temporary 
arrangement works well 
for the staff, pupils and 
parents of both schools. 

“Even if it is sited on the 
Weatheralls site, the new 
school will not in any way 
be the responsibility of the 
Weatheralls School. 

“The Shade Primary 
School will open in 
September 2013 with its 
own staff, curriculum and 
identity.”

Council to 
consider 
car permits 

PARKING permits could 
be introduced south of 
the High Street after 
concerns of “outsider 
parking”. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has charged 
Suffolk County Council 
with investigating on¬ 
street parking in 
Severals and All Saints 
wards. 

In a report to the 
district council’s 
overview and scrutiny 
committee it said: 
“Residents have long 
been concerned about 
the difficulties they 
have trying to park near 
their homes during the 
day. 

“The problems arise 
from the number of 
commuters and 
shoppers also making 
use of this parking near 
to the town.” 

The permits, which 
are estimated to cost 
between £60 and £90 a 
year, will cover the area 
including Rous Road, 
Old Station Road, 
Lisburn Road and All 
Saints Road. 

The final timetable 
will be discussed by the 
overview and scrutiny 
committee on March 
21 .

Forest Heath 
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After Army life I felt lost in a 
world where I didn't belong

After being medically discharged from the forces, Ali fell 
into a 'blanket of depression' that led to five months in 
hospital - and years of self-harming. Interview by EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM. 


A S Ali Rawcliffe paints a smiley frog, 
it's mesmerising to watch her hand 
filling in the colour with delicate 
brushstrokes. But look a little further up 
her arm, and you can't help noticing a 
maze of white scars that criss-cross her 
skin - the legacy of years of self-harming. 

Discharged from the Army with leg and back 
injuries, Ali developed a mental illness that left 
her virtually imprisoned in her own home. "I 
lived in my bedroom," she recalls. "It was my 
bubble, and I literally would not come out. I 
had no self-worth, no self-esteem, and I started 
self-harming. I felt unworthy of having a normal 
life." 

Yet today Ali, 37, is thriving. Not only has she 
set up a business, painting personalised 
children's pictures in her Saffron Walden home, 
but she regularly goes out to volunteer and 
meet friends - and she credits it all to a self¬ 
esteem course that changed her life. 

Growing up in Bedford, Ali was sports-mad 
from an early age. "I used to run long-distance 
for the county, and I even did a half-marathon 
when I was 10," she says. "My family were 
cyclists, and on Sundays we'd often cycle for 
about 60 miles, so it's what I grew up doing." 

She suspected a career in the Army would 
suit her, not least because of its sports teams, 
but opted to go into catering instead. "People 
always need to eat, so I knew there would 
always be work," she smiles. "I started off as a 
bottle washer and ended up as a head chef. 

"But then I decided that I didn't want to 
spend the next 20 years in a hot, sweaty 
kitchen, so I thought I'd give the Army a go." 

By now 26, Ali went to enlist: "I was still 
within the age range, but the recruiting officer 
thought I was a bit too old. He asked, would I 


be able to run a mile and a half?, which I 
laughed at! When it came to it, I did it in 10 
minutes, which is good for a girl. 

"And I came first," she adds with a grin, "so 
that proved him wrong." 

Ali began her 12-week training, and knew 
instantly that she'd made the right decision. "I 
loved it. It was like going home. It was a real 
challenge, but I like a challenge." 

Yet towards the end, Ali realised that she was 
regularly feeling an unnatural pain in her legs. "I 
noticed that my shin muscles were becoming 
an odd shape, and when I was marching I was 
losing feeling in my lower limbs," she says. "I 
started to get worried, but I didn't want to back 
down from any training - I was down for top 
recruit." 

The prognosis wasn't good: Ali was diagnosed 
with compartment syndrome, an extremely 
painful condition in which excess pressure 
around the muscles can cut off blood 
circulation. An operation to repair her damaged 
shins failed, and she then developed a back 
injury aggravated by the condition. 

"I was gutted," she says. "I thought I could 
push through it - I was determined to push 
through it, but I couldn't." 

After a year in the rehab platoon, Ali was 
discharged from the Army on medical grounds. 
Yet rather than settling happily back into civilian 
life, she struggled to cope. 

"I was devastated. The Army gave me 
everything - a home, a family, work, food, 
clothes - and when I lost that, I felt lost in a 
world where I didn't belong. My mental health 
deteriorated, and I became really unwell." So 
unwell, in fact, that she spent five months in the 
psychiatric hospital at Fulbourn. 

"It was awful," she says. "And from there I 
went to a hostel. My confidence was on the 
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CREATIVE SKILLS: one of Ali’s illustrations 


floor, and my physical injuries meant I 
couldn't do any sport. That had been one 
of my releases in the past, to run or sail, so 
not being able to do that had a big 
impact." 

After 18 months in the hostel, Ali went 
to live alone, and the situation deteriorated 
further. "I found it very difficult to come 
out of the house," she recalls. "I was never 
diagnosed as agoraphobic, but I didn't 
want to be in a crowd, and I didn't feel 
confident being in a shop. Certain triggers, 
like noise and smells, would give me panic 
attacks, so I avoided all those situations." 

Eventually Ali was diagnosed with 
Borderline Personality Disorder, "which is 
probably something I suffered with from 
birth, but it was aggravated by my service 
in the Army," she says. 

"I had manic episodes, panic attacks, 
anxiety and what I call my 'blanket of 
depression': it literally just wraps you up 
and takes over your life." 

One organisation that helped Ali was 
Combat Stress, a mental health charity for 
ex-military personnel. It was here she met 
her partner, Mick Smith, a former sergeant 
major with Post Traumatic Stress Disorder. 

"Mick had been holed up in his room, 
but the minute I turned up was the minute 
he decided to come out. He walked up 
the corridor and put his arm round me 
and said All right love, you'll be all right 
now." And the rest is history. He's my rock, 
my total rock." 

Yet it wasn't all plain sailing: even when 
Mick moved in with her seven years ago, 
Ali still spent most of her time alone in her 
bedroom. 

"I sat there doing nothing: I was heavily 
medicated, I couldn't read because the 
words jumbled, and I was frightened of my 
own shadow. 

"I started self-harming, and the things I 
was doing to myself got worse: I was 
cutting, burning... for that split second of 
pain, it relieved the pain in my head. 

"But, touch wood, I haven't had a major 
incident for about a year now." 

This, she says, is partly down to Mick's 
support, but also thanks to Shine, a self¬ 
esteem course run by Cambridge 
Community Church (C3). 

In late 2011, Ali joined a group run by 
mental health charity Mind, which was 
held in Saffron Walden's Baptist church. 
She started attending services, and one day 
a parishioner asked if she'd drive her 
daughter to a course in Cambridge. 

"I knew nothing about the course: I 
thought I was just going to be a driver, but I 
walked her in to make sure she was 
settled. 

"I shuffled in, in my baggy jeans and 
hoodie, head down, scuffing the floor, 
hoping no-one would talk to me. But the 
exact opposite happened, and I was 
greeted by the friendliest, kindest women 
I'd ever met." 

Ali was invited to join the course, and to 


her surprise, agreed. "At one of the first 
sessions, something really stuck in my 
mind," she recalls. "One of the course 
leaders held up a £10 note, and said 
'What's this worth?' Ten pounds. Then she 
scrunched it up, kicked it all over the floor, 
stamped on it, and she opened it up and 
said 'What's it worth?' And the concept 
that it doesn't matter how much I've been 
kicked about, I am still as valuable as I've 
ever been, really hit home." 

By the end of the eight weeks, Ali had 
come out of her shell: "I started 
volunteering at the church, going for coffee 
with friends, actually getting out of the 
house and doing normal things. Me and 
Mick would go out fishing, and go to the 
cinema, which previously would have 
been a big no." 

Ali opted to do the course again last 
May, and truly amazed herself: just weeks 
before, she couldn't leave her own 
bedroom, yet on the last night she stood 
up and spoke to everyone on the course - 
all 60 of them - about her dreams for the 
future. 

"It was nerve-racking, but it felt good," 
she says. "I was shaking so much that I was 
struggling to hold the mic still, and I 
remember looking down at my feet, 
because I was trying not to look at 
anybody. But I could hear people 
clapping, and when I looked up 
everybody was on their feet. That was it - 
that was me finished! I'm not one to cry in 
public, but it was so emotional. 

"The Shine course made me realise that, 
yes, I may have these mental health 
problems, but they didn't have to rule me. 
My life has opened up." 

One way that Ali's life has opened up is 
through her painting. "I'd always liked art, 
but it was one of those hobbies I never got 
round to," she says. 

"When I came out of the Army, my 
grandparents bought me some paints and 
encouraged me to do it, and I had a few 
photos of these originals on my phone. I 
showed someone on the Shine course, 
and she was just so encouraging and said I 
should get my work out there, so at Easter I 
did some drawings for the church for the 
kids to colour in. 

"Someone saw them, liked them, and 
asked for a picture, and it grew from 
there," she smiles. "For me, painting is like 
being in a happy little world, and knowing 
someone else is getting pleasure from my 
work, that gives me so much joy." 

Ali has just finished illustrating a 
children's book, and the orders for her 
paintings continue to flood in. Finally, her 
future looks bright. 

"I'm not saying it's easy, you don't just 
'get over' these things, but the Shine 
course gave me the confidence I couldn't 
find for myself," she says. 

"It turned my life upside down, but it 
made my life the right way up."

The little chap was born last 
Tuesday at Banstead Manor 
Stud, in Cheveley, just before 
noon to an aptly-named mare 
called Midday. 

The sire of the new foal was 
thoroughbred race horse 
Galileo, a prolific stallion that 
also sired Frankel in 2008 at the 
same stud farm. 

Simon Mockridge, stud 
manager at Banstead Manor, 
snapped the adorable picture 
just an hour after the foal was 
born. 

He said: “He is strong and 
muscular - an excellent first 
foal.” 

The foal will not be given a 
name until after its first 
birthday. 

Philip Mitchell, Juddmonte 
Farms’ general manager at its 
Banstead Manor Stud, said: 
“Midday has taken to 
motherhood exceptionally well 
and we are delighted with her 
foal. 

“She will visit Frankel in 
2013 and obviously the 
resultant progeny will have 
huge potential.” 

Frankel is set to begin his 
stallion career at the stud farm 


on Valentine’s Day after he 
retired from racing with an 
unbeaten record in November. 

A spokeswoman for Judd¬ 
monte Farms said: “We will be 
announcing the book of mares 
shortly. It is all very exciting.” 

She confirmed Midday will 
be one of the mares on the 
book. 

Frankel will command a fee 
of £125,000 for his services, 
while other stallions at the farm 
range from £5,000 to £80,000. 

Mr Mitchell said: “The fee for 
Frankel reflects his merits as 
being perhaps the greatest 
racehorse we have ever 
witnessed. 


“He is by Galileo, who is now 
recognised as the best sire in 
the world, and out of Kind, a 
winner of six races - from five 
to seven furlongs - and herself 
a daughter of one of the most 
influential stallions in the 
history of thoroughbred 
breeding, Danehill.” 

Mr Mitchell added: “Frankel 
is enjoying his new life with us 
here and is always very much 
at home.” 

Banstead Manor Stud hopes 
to run a series of tours in the 
summer so Frankel’s fans can 
pay him a visit. The wildly 
popular stallion even received 
sacks of Christmas cards.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

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I T’S hard to believe the 
words of this fawning 
father really belong to 
Strictly Come Dancing s very 
own bad boy, Brendan Cole, 
when he says: “I’ve wanted to 
be a dad for a long time, and in 
terms of life you definitely do 
get a new perspective on 
everything.” 

After all, this is the man who had a 
not-so-secret dalliance with his former 
celebrity partner, Natasha Kaplinsky 
(with whom he won the show in its 
first season), peppers his routines with 
illegal lifts, and never minces his 
words - just recently saying ex-judge 
Alesha Dixon would not be missed 
after her departure from the 
programme. In fact, just Googling the 
phrase ‘Brendan Cole bad boy’ brings 
up well over 200,000 results. 

Yet it seems the wild child of the 
ballroom has finally settled down, and 
he claims it’s not such a drastic move: 
“The media has not caught up with 
me: I’ve been with my wife for five 
years ... it’s a funny thing.” 

The 36-year-old and his wife 
(stunning British model Zoe Hobbs) 
had their first child, daughter Aurelia, 
on Christmas Day, which he joyfully 
announced to his fans on Twitter. 

When I speak to him in late 
November, the week after he and 
dance partner Victoria Pendleton have 
been voted out of the contest, he is 
excited about the impending birth. 

“I’m very lucky: I had a great time 
on Strictly, we were very lucky to last 
eight weeks, and now I get to go and 
concentrate on my wife and my 
expected baby.”

Hotfooting it to Cambridge in his show Licence to Thrill 
next week, the Strictly fave tells LIZZY DENING about 
being a reformed bad boy, embracing fatherhood 


I inquire whether his offspring will 
be dancing before it can walk, but he 
laughs: “I’m kind of hoping it turns to 
golf and it can look after its old man!” 

Now that Strictly has been tucked 
up with the Christmas decorations 
until next winter, the new dad is set to 
take to stages up and down the country 
with his new, Bond-themed show, 
Brendan Cole: Licence To Thrill, 
which will feature an enormous live 
band and several hot-to-trot dancers, 
including his brother, Scott. 

Another element which is sure to be 
popular is the Q&A section, where 
Brendan can guarantee getting grilled 
about his fiery relationship with nit¬ 
picking Strictly judge Craig Revel 
Horwood. 

The New Zealander is one of only 
three professional dancers to have 
appeared in all 10 series of Strictly 
and it’s clear that in Dirty Dancing 
style, he’s had the time of his life this 
season before being voted out. 

“There’s always a sense of sadness 
when you leave a show like that, we’ll 
miss being a part of the live Saturday 
night shows and having fun with 
everyone else,” he reflects fondly. 

Cole feels making it well past the 
halfway stage of the competition, 
which was won by Olympic gymnast 
and local boy Louis Smith (with 
partner Flavia Cacace), was fair for his 
partnership: “I think eight weeks is 
actually very, very good. Victoria 
certainly wasn’t a dancer; she didn’t 
love performing. And that’s kind of 


what you have to do -1 think everyone 
left in the competition does actually 
love getting out there and performing.” 

After almost a decade on the show, 
he admits he’s seen a lot of different 
characters: “As a professional dancer 
on Strictly you’ve got to prepare 
yourself for all scenarios. His 
previous partners have varied from 
glamorous, leggy models Kelly Brook 
and Lisa Snowdon to feisty singer 
Lulu, with whom the dancer had a 
fractious relationship, famously 
having to carry her kicking and 
screaming up the stairs when they 
were paired up. 

I inquire whether he keeps in touch 
with most of his partners, and he 
replies sheepishly: “I wouldn’t say 
most of them . . . Funnily enough, one 
of my favourites was Jo Wood, who 
was a rubbish dancer but she was just 
the most delightful girl to work with.” 

Hoping to tempt his former 
naughtiness out of him, I pose my 
final question: had anyone previously 
won the competition who he didn’t 
feel deserved it? 

“Yes,” he says bluntly, before the 
newly mature side of him takes over 
again: 

“And that’s all you’re getting on that 
one!”

The Marlowe Society’s annual stint at Cambridge Arts Theatre is 
a firm fixture in the theatrical calendar and a chance to see some 
of the brightest talent of tomorrow before they hit the big time. 
ALASTAIR FRASIER caught up with the director of The Comedy 
of Errors, Michael Fentiman, and lead actors Emma Powell and 
James Parris to talk Made in Chelsea, being rough in the 
rehearsal room and the meaning of comedy 


T HE Comedy of Errors 
hadn’t interested Michael 
initially. 

“I’d always considered it to be 
Shakespeare’s panto but reading it again 
I realised that wasn’t the case at all. 

“It’s such a melancholic play about 
the loss of loved ones that has a deep 
existential vein running through it, the 
sense that the characters are desperately 
scrambling to grab on to something that 
might help them hold on to a sense of 
identity - and in doing so spin further 
into confusion and chaos.” 

But it is a comedy, isn’t it? “Of 
course the play has humour in it but the 
word ‘comedy’ shouldn’t be confused 
with our modem reading of the word. 
This isn’t the Footlights review! In 
Shakespearean terms it’s a comedy 
because it ends well, not because the 
sole aim is to have the audience rolling 
in the aisles clutching their ribs.” 

Mention of Footlights draws 
inevitable parallels with that other 
powerhouse society whose annual 
Review plays at the Arts in February. 
“The Marlowe and Footlights provide 
incredible opportunities for us as 
students,” says Emma Powell, who 
plays Luciana in the production. “To be 
able to perform at the Arts Theatre with 
such a distinguished creative team is a 
real honour.” 

“They’re both such huge part of the 
‘Cambridge influence’ on British 
theatre; ex-members of the Marlowe

and Footlights are still pioneering 
theatre and comedy from the top to the 
bottom of the profession,” adds Mike. 

No pressure, then, to deliver a 
production to be talked about in years to 
come? “No promises!”, laughs Mike, 
“but I have a good team - a wonderful 
designer, composer and lighting 
designer, a fabulous theatre and gifted 
young actors, wrestling gamely with a 
lusty, tormented, confusing, 
melancholic production due to my 
directorial impositions.”

From an MA in Directing at 
Mountview to the forthcoming RSC 
production of Titus Andronicus, via a 
production of The Lion, The Witch and 
The Wardrobe last year in Kensington 
Gardens, Michael’s career has covered 
everything from musicals to panto - he 
directed the Arts Theatre’s Christmas 
production of Jack & The Beanstalk this 
year to rave reviews. What is it about 
directing that makes him tick? 
“Directing thrills me because it’s the 
only job in the world where you get to 
light the match to chaos, stand back, 
and watch it explode. It allows you to 
be in the centre of the most thrilling 
alchemy of talent coming together.” 

And 2013 is a huge year, seeing his 
return to Stratford after three years as 
an assistant director for the RSC. “It’s 
like returning home! The team there are 
not only some of the most skilled 
working in world theatre, but also 
passionate and excited about the work. 

“Titus is something that has sat in my 
mind for three years now; it’s rarely 
performed, and I think people often shy 
away from it because of the violence, so 
it will be interesting to play a 
Shakespeare play to an audience who, 
for once, may not actually know what’s 
going to happen next!” 

Which brings us to the tricky 
question of Shakespeare’s relevance in 
modern times. Does a contemporary 
audience benefit from the words of a 
17th century playwright? James Parris, 
who plays Dromio of Syracuse (“The 
real brains behind the operation!”) 
certainly thinks so: “There is something 
universal about Shakespeare, which 
means it always has a unique relevance 
to the time and place in which it is 
performed. Last year’s Cultural 
Olympiad proved that Shakespeare’s 
relevance in modern times stretches to 
almost every language on the planet. 

“Shakespeare keeps being performed, 


because it keeps us asking questions, 
about ourselves and our times - that’s 
why it is relevant, and why it should be 
seen.” 

Emma adds: “Adriana and Luciana’s 
conversations about men are fascinating 
to consider today; Adriana is 
headstrong, she says ‘why should 
[men’s] liberty be more than ours?’: she 
was really ahead of her time, and it’s 
interesting to see how her views create 
conflict between the two sisters.” 

Michael has strong views on whether 
a classic text stands the test of time. “I 
don’t think Shakespeare needs to be 
reinvented - he has done all right for 
the last 400 years, but the reason his 
work has survived is that you can be 
rough with him. No-one is helping 
Shakespeare by trying to protect him, 
by bending and bowing in reverence to 
his work. His genius lies in how he sets 
your imagination free. These plays are 
so vivid with their language that no 
matter what you do, Shakespeare will 
speak loudly from underneath the most 
vulgar of innovations.” 

Does this give a little further insight 
into what the audience can expect from 
Fentiman’s production? “More and 
more I’ve discovered that the play has 
been reduced by productions that have 
served it with no more depth than a 
nightly dose of Made in Chelsea\ 

“My fundamental principle is that 
nothing is too far. The cast have been up 
for developing something that embraces 
the mad, melancholic, confused, lost, 
lustful and frightening textures of 
Shakespeare’s play and we think it will 
be entirely distinct from the multitude 
of theatre you can see in Cambridge this 
term.”

VIDEO games based on films allow 
audiences to put themselves in the thick of 
the action from their favourite Hollywood 
blockbusters and animated features. 

It’s a marriage made in merchandising 
heaven. So it’s somewhat surprising that 
films based on video games malfunction so 
badly. 

Cinematic versions of Street Fighter and 
Super Mario Bros were disastrous and only 
the long-running Resident Evil series seems 
to have sustained appeal with fan boys and 
girls. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a glorious exception to the 
rule, using a fictitious coin-operated arcade 
game as a backdrop to one pixellated 
character’s uplifting journey of self- 
discovery. 

Blessed with a smart script, energetic vocal 
performances and candy-coloured visuals, it 
is 108 minutes of pure, unadulterated joy. 
Wreck-lt Ralph (voiced by John C Reilly) is 
the bad guy in a game called Fix-It Felix Jr,

which has stood the test of time in an 
arcade. However, after years of destruction, 
Ralph yearns to be the hero for once. 

Felix (Jack McBrayer) and the other residents 
of Ralph’s computerised world are 
unsympathetic and shun him, so with a 
heavy heart he breaks protocol to seek 
adventure in a futuristic first-person shooting 
game called Hero’s Duty, serving under the 
command of space trooper Sergeant 
Calhoun (Jane Lynch). But Ralph escapes 
the game and unwittingly transports an alien 
Cy-Bug from Hero’s Duty into the 
neighbouring Sugar Rush racing game. 


While the creature lays eggs and prepares to 
overrun the realm of King Candy (Alan 
Tudyk) and his subjects, Ralph befriends 
diminutive misfit Vanellope von Schweetz 
(Sarah Silverman), who is ostracised by the 
other racers because she has a glitch in her 
coding which causes her to flicker. 

Ralph makes a shocking discovery about 
Vanellope’s past and he realises that to cure 
her, he must help the sassy tyke beat her 
rivals to the chequered flag in her modified 
go-kart. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a smashing treat. Kids will 
squeal with glee at the turbo-charged action 




sequences while grown men will shed silent 
tears into their popcorn. 

Before the main feature, we’re treated to 
John Kahrs’ stunning black-and-white short 
Paperman, which has been deservedly 
nominated for an Oscar later this month. 
Blending hand-drawn and computer 
animation, this perfectly formed gem 
chronicles a Brief Encounter-style love affair 
in 1940s New York using a paper aeroplane 
as the simple yet ingenious dramatic device 
to bring two passing strangers together. 

In seven unforgettable minutes, Kahrs takes 
us on a rollercoaster of emotion that leaves 
us unabashedly grinning from ear to ear.

where you can sit during those 
summer evenings for peace and 
solace while taking in the scents 
and sounds of the garden. 

When planning your romantic 
garden, make sure you take note of 
where the sun rises and sets, so that 
you create your seating area to 
enjoy the sun as it goes down at the 
end of the day, or when you are 
likely to use that area most. 

If you have room for a bed of 
annuals, go again for soft, fragrant 
plants such as night-scented stock 


and nicotiana, along with other 
cottage garden favourites such as 
aquilegia. 

In the evening, candle light 
comes into its own to create a 
romantic setting, so place some 
close to the plants you want to 
highlight and include some 
citronella candles near where you 
are sitting to keep mosquitoes at 
bay. 

Long after Valentine’s Day, you’ll 
have the perfect setting for romance 
in your garden. 


Let romance

V ALENTINE’S Day will 
come and go, but you 
can create a lover’s 
paradise in your outdoor 
space, incorporating all the 
senses of touch, smell, sight, 
taste and sound. 

Whether it’s a woodland garden 
or flowing fields or a rustic cottage 
garden bursting with fragrant 
blooms, deliciously scented roses 
and clematis growing around an 
arbour, or waves of purple wisteria 
blooms draping over the walls of a 
house, all gardeners can have their 
share of romance. 

Even on the smallest plot, you 
can create a touch of romance with 
old-fashioned plants, winding 
walkways, rustic arches, willow 
trellises and soft climbing blooms. 

Choose your plants carefully and 
place the scented varieties where 
their delicious fragrance will come 
into its own, near to the house or 
bordering a well-used walkway 


Climbers including the fragrant 
honeysuckle or repeat-flowering 
roses, such as the silvery pink 
hybrid musk ‘Felicia’ or ‘Old Blush 
China’, can fill an area with sweet 
scent. 

Informal planting creates a soft 
palette, with dainty plants such as 
violas or bell-flowered campanulas 
mingling in front of taller 
specimens such as delphiniums, 
lupins and the many wonderful 
varieties of clematis. Irises, peonies 
and gentle wild-meadow flowers 
can also be incorporated. 

Group your plants together in 
small drifts, and you’ll be rewarded 
with a lovely, informal display of 
scent and colour all summer long. 

I think a soft colour palette of 
whites, soft and deep pinks, blues, 
mauves and purples is ideal for the 
romantic garden. 


Keep the design low-key, with soft 
edges and curved lines. Make sure 
the emphasis is on the plants 
themselves, although you can 
create a focal point from a statue or 
tall obelisk or wigwam adorned 
with sweet peas or clematis and 
climbing roses. 

One arch in my own garden is 
planted with Clematis ‘Nelly Moser’, 
a large pink and white-striped 
variety, and Rosa ‘Gertrude Jekyll’, 
which form a perfect combination 
of soft colour and scent. 

Lavender and nepeta (catmint) 
can fringe borders, spilling out into 
winding paths around the garden, 
while fragrant herbs such as thyme 
can be planted in the cracks in 
pathways to soften the effect. 

But try to keep heavily scented 
plants which are planted in 
abundance separate so they don’t 
dominate the group. 

Among my favourite shrubs 
which are easy to include in a 
romantic garden is the 
philadelphus (mock orange), which 
produces masses of white flowers in 
early summer whose scent can fill 
the whole garden and beyond. A 
good choice is the tall variety P. 
‘Beauclerk’, which grows to 2.5m 
(8ft) and can make an informal 
windbreak. 

If you have room, make a secret 
place in the garden which you can’t 
see from the house, such as a 
hidden archway over a bench,

AS many as 1.6 million 
hydrogen-powered cars 
could be on UK roads 
by 2030, a Govern¬ 
ment-industry joint 
report said this week. 

Up to 10 per cent of 
new-car customers would 
be receptive to hydrogen 
fuel cell electric vehicles 
(FCEV) when they are 
introduced, the interim 
report predicted. 

Initial uptake of FCEV 
would progress as models 
made their way on to the 
market and the fuelling 
network matured, the 
report said. 

It added that once mass 
FCEV production was 
established, bringing costs 


down, there was the 
potential for 1.6 million 
vehicles on UK roads by 
2030, with annual sales of 
more than 300,000. 

The report said a a co¬ 
ordinated network of 
hydrogen refuelling 
stations would need to be 
established, focusing at 
first on national trunk 
routes and heavily 
populated areas. 

An initial roll-out of 65 
stations would provide 
sufficient coverage in line 
with early vehicle sales, 
with the network growing 
in line with the number of 
FCEV on the road to 
provide 1,150 sites by 
2030. 

The report, produced by 


the UKH2Mobility project, 
said FCEV could reduce 
UK annual total vehicle 
C02 emissions by three 
million tonnes in 2030. 

Replacing diesel 
vehicles with FCEV could 
also save between £100 
million and £200 million 
a year in the cost of 
damage to air quality 
caused by vehicle 
emissions by 2050. 

Business minister 
Michael Fallon said: “The 
transition to ultra-low 
emission vehicles has 
already begun. It has the 
potential to create really 
significant new economic 
opportunities for the UK, 
to diversify national 
energy supply and to de¬ 


carbonise road transport. 

“The findings released 
today demonstrate that 
FCEV can make a signifi¬ 
cant contribution to this.” 

He went on: “Successful 
commercialisation of the 
technology will require 
Government to work in 
true partnership with 
industry. Our inter¬ 
national rivals are looking 
to steal a march in this 
area and so UKH2Mobility 
recognises the importance 
of prompt action to ensure 
the potential benefits are 
realised by businesses and 
consumers in the UK. 

“We already have a 
strong automotive sector 
and must ensure it stays 
that way.”
